CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The prize system for the advertisement which presents with an 
advertisement the game which a result makes clear on a web in the future, and is 
characterized by calculating an effect of advertising with the number of these 
participants while demanding the vote participation to this game from the user who 
registered in advance and offering a prize according to the result of a game. 
[Claim 2] The prize system for the advertisement of the claim 1 aforementioned 
publication characterized by calculating automatically an advertisers advertising 
costs and the total amount of a prize with the number of the aforementioned 
participants. 

[Claim 3] The prize system for the advertisement of the claim 1 aforementioned 
publication to which the game which a result makes clear in the aforementioned 
future is characterized by the bird clapper from the selection branch of two or more 
replies to a question. 

[Claim 4] The prize system for the advertisement of the claim 3 aforementioned 
publication characterized by the number of the aforementioned alternative being 9. 
[Claim 5] The prize system for the advertisement of the claim 3 aforementioned 
publication characterized by adjusting the number of the aforementioned questions 
(hurdle) automatically according to the number of the aforementioned game 
participants, and making the number of final winners below the predetermined 
number. 

[Claim 6] The prize system for the advertisement of the claim 5 aforementioned 
publication characterized by determining the successful candidate of a final prize by 
the lottery from the aforementioned final winner. 

[Claim 7] The prize system for the advertisement which presents with an 
advertisement two or more games which a result makes clear on a web in the future, 
and is characterized by demanding the vote participation to this game from the user 
who registered in advance, having the history DB of a participants past in the prize 
stem which offers a prize according to the result of a game, and displaying the 
scorecard of a participant individual's past. 

[Claim 8] In the prize stem which presents with an advertisement two or more 
games which a result makes clear on a web in the future, demands the vote 
participation to this game from the user who registered in advance, and offers a 
prize according to the result of a game The prize system for the advertisement 
characterized by having the history DB of a participants past, displaying the rate 
ranking table of a correct answer based on the results of each participant's past, 
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and offering a prize by the above-mentioned rate ranking of a correct answer within 
a predetermined period. 

[Claim 9] In the prize stem which presents with an advertisement two or more 
games which a result makes clear on a web in the future, demands the vote , 
participation to this game from the user who registered in advance, and offers a 
prize according to the result of a game The prize system for the advertisement 
characterized by having the history DB of a participant's past, displaying the hurdle 
clear ranking table based on the results of each participant's past, and offering a 
prize by the above-mentioned hurdle clear ranking within a predetermined period. 
[Claim 10] The prize system for an advertisement the inside of the aforementioned 
claims 7-9 characterized by calculating automatically an advertiser's advertising 
costs and the total amount of a prize with the number of the aforementioned 
participants, and given in any 1 term.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention relates to the 
managerial system which makes a prize game manage on the Internet for an 
advertisement and sales promotion. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Carrying out prize collection on the Internet 
conventionally for an advertisement is known. There are two kinds of methods 
(double click method) which go to (1) signboard advertise and (banner) (2) click at 
internet advertising, and to see inside. 

[0003] However, to the needs of wanting as many people as possible for a company 
to look at an advertisement, the feeling which goes for ordinary consumers to not 
necessarily look at an advertisement positively is thin, and the advertisement which 
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presents a prize as motivation for making an advertisement access positively for this 
reason exists. 

[0004] The advertisement offering prizes on a web has many which give a souvenir 
to those [ all ] that reply to the "postcard application type" which only presents the 
address and awards a prize by the lottery simply, and (1) (2) questionnaire, or take 
out a large sum premium with a lottery further out of it. 

[0005] However, it is that a prize can be got dependent on the fate by the lottery, 
there is no positive participating consciousness, a fortune is merely expected and it 
only subscribes, and there is also little time to see the part advertisement, and an 
effect of advertising also has a fault of a low. 
[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] In the advertisement on the Internet, this 

invention shows a user a participated type game which is made to go to see an 

advertising page positively, and aims at increasing an effect of advertising. 

[0007] Moreover, advertising costs, a kind, a frame of a prize prize, etc. which were 

defined by the preset are conventionally changed automatically according to the 

number of the persons who came to see an advertisement, and it aims at offering 

the system which can perform a rational costs setup according to an effect of 

advertising. 

[0008] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] When, as for the prize system for the 
advertisement of this invention, a company carries out institutional advertising 
(product advertisement) through the Internet to a general consumer, It is a system 
for making more general consumers think that they want to see the advertisement. 
The person who registered beforehand uses information terminal equipments with a 
WEB accessing function, such as a personal computer and a cellular phone. Choose 
a favorite game freely out of the game registered beforehand, as a result of being 
set up beforehand, choose the result of the future of the question in the game from 
prediction, and the result is applied. It is the system by which the goods with which 
determined the final successful candidate by the lottery out of the person whom the 
result asked, and the successful candidate was provided from the company are 
offered. 

[0009] In the display screen, it is a. reference screen (the grade of success-in-an- 
election goods, the genre of a game, the participating deadline, a match court place 
(area), and a game etc. is displayed). 

b. Game screen (the number of this time participation, the number of hurdles, etc. 
are displayed at the time of a support company name, a race name, a race number, 
and the vote deadline) 

c. Prize screen (the number of participants, a prize, etc. are displayed) 

d. Anticipation data screen (anticipation data and a provider name are displayed) 
#* is displayed. 

[0010] In addition, the advertisement of a support company name (a 
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tradename/shop name) is carried to all games, and a participant understands 
beforehand the goods with which a successful candidate is provided by clicking the 
character portion of this advertisement-offering-prizes column. The content, the 
usual banner advertising, etc. which the company other than the goods with which a 
company provides a successful candidate wants to tell are put up for the above- 
mentioned advertisement. 

[001 1] Moreover, the number of questions of "predicting, as a result of being set 
beforehand" in a game changes with numbers which participate in the assumed 
game, and when there is much number assumed, the number of questions of 
"predicting, as a result of being set beforehand" is made [ many ], and it is made to 
extract and put the number of the winners of a prediction game within the 
predetermined number this result. 

[0012] That is, the prize system for the advertisement of this invention presents 
with an advertisement the game which a result makes clear on a web in the future, 
and it is characterized by calculating an effect of advertising with the number of 
these participants while it demands the vote participation to this game from the user 
who registered in advance and offers a prize according to the result of a game. 
[0013] Furthermore, the game which calculates automatically an advertisers 
advertising costs and the total amount of a prize with the number of the 
aforementioned participants, and a result makes clear in the aforementioned future 
is characterized by the bird clapper from the alternative of two or more replies to a 
question. Moreover, it is characterized by determining the successful candidate of a 
final prize by the lottery from the aforementioned final winner. 

[0014] Furthermore, two or more games which a result makes clear on a web in the 
future are shown with an advertisement, and the vote participation to this game is 
demanded from the user who registered in advance, and it has the history DB of a 
participant's past in the prize stem which offers a prize according to the result of a 
game, and is characterized by displaying the scorecard of a participant individuals 
past. 

[001 5] Moreover, show with an advertisement two or more games which a result 
makes clear on a web in the future, and demand the vote participation to this game 
from the user who registered in advance, and it sets to the prize stem which offers 
a prize according to the result of a game. Have the history DB of a participant's past 
and the rate ranking table of a correct answer based on the results of each 
participant's past is displayed. A prize is offered by the above-mentioned rate 
ranking of a correct answer within a predetermined period, or the hurdle clear 
ranking table based on the results of each participant's past is displayed, and it is 
characterized by offering a prize by the above-mentioned hurdle clear ranking within 
a predetermined period. 

[001 6] Furthermore, in the above-mentioned rate ranking of a correct answer, or a 
hurdle clear ranking system, it is characterized by calculating automatically an 
advertiser's advertising costs and the total amount of a prize with the number of the 
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aforementioned participants. 
[0017] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of suitable implementation of 
this invention is explained in detail, referring to a drawing. 

[001 8] An example of the gestalt of operation of this invention is as follows. The 
general drawing of a network used for this invention at drawing 1 is shown. In 
drawing 1 , 1 is the Internet and a general users personal computer 2 and the 
information machines and equipment of cellular^phone 3 grade are connected to a 
server side through a fire wall 10. The information processing server 4, the WWW 
server 5, a member DB6, registration (quiz) DB7, the prize prize DB8, and a company 
(advertiser) DB9 are connected by the server side. As mentioned above, a 
participant accesses a website through the Internet and participates in a game. 
Various banner advertising etc. is put up for the web. 

[0019] Drawing 2 shows the flow of participating operation of the game participation 
in the prize system for the advertisement of this invention. In drawing 2 , 1 1 is a 
registration screen and a participating candidate does prior registration in this 
screen. 1 2 is a reference screen and can search the kind of game shown by 
specifying the genre and the prize to wish to have of a participating game. If the 
chart of 1 3 is opened from a reference screen and a game is chosen, the game 
screen of 14 will be displayed. 

[0020] In drawing 2 , although "charts, such as a genre, a title, a support company, 
and a prize," is usually displayed on a chart 1 3 as shown in 22 of drawing 7 , means 
of displaying as shown in drawing 28 and drawing 29 as other examples is also 
recommended. In this case, if a concrete prize is not displayed on the chart 13 of 
drawing 2 , but only an advertising sponsor name or a genre name is displayed and 
an advertising sponsor name etc. is clicked from a chart, screens, such as drawing 
28 or drawing 29 , will be displayed. In the case of drawing 28 If only an advertising 
sponsor s genre 72 will be displayed at first when the contents of a prize are 
displayed like 71 and it is drawing 29 for the first time, if the prize presentation 
column of a mark 70 is clicked, and this genre is clicked, the offer sponsor name 73 
will be displayed for the first time, and it is a pan. When a mark 74 is clicked, it is 
condition that the contents 75 of a prize are displayed for the first time. 
[0021] These methods hide the contents of a prize, and a sponsor name by the 
initial screen, and are effective in preventing the use mode of the user who does not 
move to a degree only by seeing the contents of a prize, and a sponsor name. It 
returns to drawing 2 and the race name which 14 is the initial screen of actual game 
participation, and wishes to participate is displayed. In this screen, the 
advertisement-offering-prizes column 15 is carried, and if this is clicked, the 
contents of a prize prize can be seen. Since a prize prize changes with the numbers 
of participation, the advertisement-offering-prizes column 1 5 is formed in this 
screen so that it can always check. In addition, at-any-time usual banner advertising 
is carried by each screen. 
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[0022] By clicking the game registration button 20, the 1 st hurdle screen 1 6 is 
displayed, a reply number is chosen from the selection branch of the reply to each 

a nd game participating registration is similarly completed responding to the 
question (17 18) of the 2nd and the 3rd hurdle one after another (19). 
[0023] The admission registration procedure is as follows. 

a. Participating qualification is free. However, it is restricted to those who live in 
Japan once due to dispatch of a prize. Moreover, a participant needs prior 
registration. 

b. Write down the following items in registration, for example, and register on a 
postcard or WEB. 

[0024] 1. Zip Code 

2. Address 3. Name 4. Birth Date 5. Sex 6. House Contact 7. Cellular-Phone Contact 
8. Cellular-Phone E Mail Address 9.E Mail Address 10. Credit Number 
11. Personal Identification Number 

c. Carry out the completion of registration in seven days after registration, and mail 
notifies a use opening day and a registration number. 

d. A game is shown on a web and a participant accesses a predetermined WEB site 
using information terminal equipments with a WEB accessing function, such as a 
personal computer and a cellular phone. 

e. In addition, a support company is provided with a participant's registration data. 
[0025] The example of a screen of a member registration confirmed is shown for the 
example of a screen for the member registration to drawing 4 of the flow chart of 
member registration in drawing 3 at drawing 5 . The example of a reference screen is 
shown in drawing 7 , and the example of a detailed screen of the individual game of a 
re f erence result is shown for the flow chart of reference operation to drawing 6 in 
drawing 8 . In drawing 7 , a participant chooses and inputs a genre etc. like 21 and it 
indicates that the game shown in 22 as a result is advancing at present. If 23 are 
clicked among these games, the detailed information of drawing 8 will be displayed. 
"Hurdle 9998" in drawing has four hurdles (question), has nine selection branches of 
the reply to the first three hurdles, and means that the number of the selection 
branches of the last reply [ 4th ] of a hurdle is eight. The number of questions of the 
last hurdle changes by the participating number, and it is adjusted so that the 
number of final winners may be narrowed down to 10-20 persons to the participating 
number of prior prediction. 

[0026] In addition, although not illustrated by drawing 8 , if the advertisement- 
offering-prizes information column is prepared on the screen as shown in 15 of 
"Screen 3" of drawing 2 , and this advertisement-offering-prizes information column 
1 5 is clicked, the kind of prize offered according to the number of participants as 
shown in drawing 9 will be shown. A participant looks at the number of this time 
participants of this screen and drawing 8 , and if he is elected, he can receive the 
information on the ability to be got [ what ]. 

[0027] Moreover, although not illustrated, if the anticipation column of a game result 
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is suitably prepared in "Screen 3" etc. and clicks this anticipation column similarly, 
race anticipation as shown in drawing 10 etc. will be displayed. 

[0028] In addition, although drawing 8 and drawing 10 are related with anticipation of 
a horse race, what thing may be used, as long as the potential result is decided on a 
future specific day and who understands the result for the anticipation as a result of 
a sport (for example, professional baseball, sumo wrestling), anticipation of stocks / 
money order / economic barometer, anticipation of a rainfall and WX, number 
anticipation of public lottery, a famous singers next time CD, anticipation of the sale 
number of sheets of a ticket, etc. as a kind of game. Moreover, it is the condition 
which grade, such as S in drawing 7 and Class A, pointed out the scale of the game 
which becomes settled with the number of participants, for example, the participant 
called Class S 3 million people, and Class A called 1 million people. 
[0029] Drawing 1 1 shows the flow chart for displaying the participant information in 
drawing 8 . A detailed analysis process in drawing 1 1 is explained to drawing 13 . In 
the prize system for the advertisement of this invention, it is automatically adjusted 
by the number of final participants, advertising costs change according to an effect 
of advertising (mainly the number of participants) to an advertiser, and the total 
amount of the prize for every game serves as structure provided with rational 
advertising expenses. Therefore, each prize when there are few participants than 
anticipation serves as structure which shifts to the small amount prize on which the 
price was dropped automatically. Drawing 12 shows the flow chart of this operation. 
[0030] In addition, an upper limit is established about the advertising rate and prize 
which a company pays. About a participant, two kinds, the case where an upper limit 
is established, and when unrestricted (only press time), exist. 

[0031] Thus, by establishing an upper limit, it also enables a local-area company (an 
individual store and individual) to offer the game for a local-area of 100 persons in a 
participant by prior participant prediction. Or although this system is carried out for 
principle institutional advertising, an individual, a nonprofit foundation, a nonprofit 
institution, etc. may become a support sponsor. For example, in commemoration of 
their first grandchild's birth, sharing a participant and joy by the game name of a 
"first-grandchild xx birthday present", a support sponsor, a bird clapper of a tennis 
tournament of a tennis club to which they belong [ a newlywed couple ] in 
commemoration of marriage, etc. become possible. 

[0032] Drawing 1 3 shows the still more detailed flow chart of processing in the 
server of the prize display action to the above-mentioned participant. First, it is 
judged whether the contents of a success-in-an-election prize change by the 
participating number by the race concerned (process 31), when it is "NO", it is 
judged whether the number of success-in-an-election prizes changes (process 37), 
and if it is "NO", a prize will serve as the same treatment (process 43) as the usual 
advertisement offering prizes fixed beforehand. If it is "YES" in process 37, the total 
prize amount will be calculated from the advertising costs (process 39) which hit 
almost one participant (process 40), and the amount of a prize will be displayed 
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(process 41). In process 31, in "YES", the total amount of a prize is calculated from 
the number of participants, and per capita advertising costs (33) (process 34), and 
after checking whether it is over the upper limit of an initial budget (process 35), the 
prize corresponding to this total amount is chosen from Prize DB, and is displayed 
(process 36). In addition, although the quality (unit price) of a prize is changed in this 
case while the number of prizes has been fixed, you may change both the quality 
(unit price) of a prize, and an amount This selection is suitably changed according to 
a participant's needs. 

[0033] The image of DB used for the above-mentioned operation is shown in 
drawing 27 . The basic information on a game setup is recorded on drawing 27 (a). 
As for the prize offer DB of drawing 27 (b), and the prize DB of drawing 27 (c), the 
frame of the prize with which each column corresponds and is offered according to 
the number of participants is recorded. The data of the required number of steps are 
recorded on the number of steps DB of drawing 27 (d) by the participating number 
mentioned later. This number of steps is the number of hurdles for narrowing down 
to the number (for example, 10-20 persons) suitable for leaving the winner for every 
game from a participant, and casting lots at the end. You may ask for this number of 
steps by calculation, and the example is shown in drawing 24 . 

[0034] In addition, an advertisers advertising costs calculated automatically and the 
total amount of a prize are separately calculated from the process of above- 
mentioned drawing 1 3 , and the advertiser (sponsor) has come to be always able to 
carry out watching of the total amount of a prize, and an advertisers advertising 
costs with the number of the aforementioned participants. The example of a screen 
is shown in drawing 30 and drawing 31 . That is, if the prize application situation at 
that time is displayed like 76 and clicks the detailed column 77 as shown in drawing 
30 , detailed information, such as graphical representation like drawing 31 , will be 
displayed. By this watching, an advertiser can stand the standard of an effect of 
advertising or advertising costs on that spot. 

[0035] The flow chart of the concrete game participation in the prize system for the 
advertisement of this invention is shown in drawing 14 . In the example of this 
drawing 14 , the number of hurdles is 3. The example of a screen of 4 is shown for 
this number of hurdles in drawing 15 - drawing 18 . In drawing 14 , if the race wishing 
participating is chosen from a reference screen (process 51), the screen of the 1st 
hurdle will be displayed. The example is shown in drawing 1 5 . This example is a 
game about anticipation of the Japanese Derby, and the 1st hurdle applies the 1st 
place horse. While a horse entered in a race is displayed on "1-8", " 9" can be 
chosen as others of "simultaneous arrival or a race stop." In the example of drawing 
1 5 , the participant has chosen "5." Since it is predicted that there are very many 
participants case [ like this Japanese Derby ], a number step is needed in order to 
narrow down a success-in-an-election candidate to 10-20 persons finally. 
[0036] If it is about 100 participants, although it will end by the 1st hurdle, when 
there are many participants as mentioned above, there are the 2nd, and the 3rd and 
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a hurdle and the example is shown in drawing 1 6 - drawing 1 8 . After the input to 
each question finishes, the vote check screen of drawing 1 9 is displayed, and when it 
is riding-capacity over, it becomes the screen of drawing 20 . An introduction 
indication of other items is given, and drawing 20 is suitably provided with the rate 
ranking data of a correct answer of its results or the past, the past hurdle clear 
ranking data, etc. as option information. [ past ] 

[0037] in addition — even if these option information is not this screen — other 
suitable screens — or you may display on the independent screen The example of a 
display of the past rate ranking of a correct answer is shown in drawing 22 , and the 
example of a display of the past hurdle clear ranking is shown for the example of a 
display of its results in drawing 21 at drawing 23 . [ of the above-mentioned past ] 
The system which offers a prize further based on the above-mentioned rate ranking 
of a correct answer and hurdle clear ranking within a predetermined period is also 
suitable as other examples. 

[0038] The flow chart of the display process of the history of the past required for 
the above-mentioned display is shown in drawing 25 . Thus, a final prize acquisition 
person is determined by the lottery from the game winner finally extracted to 10-20 
persons. This flow chart is shown in drawing 26 . 

[0039] The prize system feature for the advertisement of this invention is listed 
below. 

(1) Registration and vote of a prize participant are no charge. 

(2) Those who want to participate in a prize can do from a participating application 
to actual game participation with a cellular phone, a personal computer, etc. which 
can use the Internet. 

(3) The prize which the participant itself likes can be freely chosen out of many 
prizes. 

(4) A prize participant can choose a title from a field good at himself, or a favorite 
genre. 

(5) A participant can choose the title out of which its own prize needed has come. 

(6) Although the prize to cut was dependent on fate, it can prepare two or more 
hurdles (question) in one prize, and can make a participant's own ability reflect. By 
this, a participant's participating consciousness is farther [ than a mere lottery ] 
large. 

(7) since a prize prize makes into the structure to which the contents of a prize are 
changed according to the number of participants and the number of participants is 
simultaneously displayed on real time, a participant is the most advantageous if it 
participates in a participants speciality and unskillful shell to the probability and the 
contents of a question judged from the contents of a prize, and the participating 
number, and which prize — that judgment is needed and these are effective in 
increasing the interest of the increase of a participants presence, and game 
participation 

(8) Display by carrying out ranking, such as a certain rate of a correct answer of a 
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fixed period, and a question clear number, and since the system which can compete 
for participants by taking out a prize as ranking argument of a long run for this 
ranking itself further can be offered while increasing the pleasure of anticipation in 
lower **** by showing this option information on WEB, the effect which doubles a 
participant's interest arises. 

(9) Moreover, the participant's itself past data (results of prize participation) can be 
seen as an option, and there is an effect in which a participant is not bored. 
[0040] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since the prize system for the advertisement of this 
invention is as above a game participation type prize system, a participants interest 
is evoked and there is an effect which attracts many participants. As for 
participants increasing in number, an effect of advertising, i.e., the sales promotion 
effect, will increase so much. 

[0041] Since a participant finds out in a prize "the game nature which can be 
enjoyed" and can search for the contents of a prize and probability further, it will go 
to see the goods which the advertisement of the support company which surely 
offers the prize intentionally, and its company offer, and the advertising media which 
is not until now will be produced. 

[0042] Therefore, for the company which wants to sell an in-house product and 
service, it changes to the viewpoint of going by logic. by the side of a company to 
see an advertisement positively from consumers from a viewpoint of making a 
consumer looking at an advertisement like former, and latter one of an effect of 
advertising is clearly high. 

[0043] Moreover, when a support company knows the data with which the 
participant actually participated out of two or more genres among other prizes held 
at the period, it becomes the judgment material in the case of using other 
advertisements in the genre. 

[0044] At the last, as the greatest feature of this invention, an advertiser can use 
the rational costs according to the effect of advertising in "advertising costs are 
adjusted according to the number of participants of the person who came to see an 
advertisement intentionally"'s, and can attain optimization of cost performance. Use 
promotion to the company of this system from the economical rationality of such 
this system is also achieved. Since it is a new site, the consumer who comes to see 
the contents of a prize, a question, etc. besides prize participation in fact is also 
considered [ many ], and can also expect the effect of advertising more than actual 
advertising expenses.
